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PREA: Prison Rape

Elimination Act

The Montana Department of Corrections takes the safety and security of staff and offenders at its facilities seriously. This
includes complying with the Prison Rape Elimination Act signed into law by President Bush on Sept. 4, 2003. This law was
enacted to address the detection, prevention, reduction and prosecution of sexual abuse or sexual harassment in all
correctional facilities in the nation.

Nationwide, an estimated
80,600 inmates each year
experience sexual violence.

Rights as a Victim of Sexual Abuse

The right to be treated with dignity and
respect.

The right to report privately, safely, and
in different ways.

The right to have an advocate or support
person available for a forensic medical
exam.

The right to get help from trained

medical and mental health care
professionals.

PREA: Assures your right to be safe
from sexual abuse and sexual
harassment

The right to have an advocate or liaison

with you through the investigation

process.

Reporting Suspected Sexual Abuse or Sexual Harassment

Anyone who suspects or has knowledge of any sexual Inmates may file grievances, tell their case manager
harassment, sexual abuse or sexual misconduct in or unit manager, or speak with a correctional officer
any juvenile or adult correctional facility should or any staff member with whom they feel

report it to a staff member, volunteer, supervisor, comfortable and trust. Anyone who receives a report
